EXTRACT 
From the Report of the Commitice on the 

Affidavits. 

The committee proceeded to examine said 
Foy, who testified that the dwelling house 
of said Poindexter adjoined the dwelling 
house of Mr. Frost. He further stated, 
that he had never seen Mr. Poindexter in 
company with Lawrence in his life; that be 
had seen Lawrence go into the house of said 
Frost three or four times; that the only 
time he ever saw said Lawrence enter the 
house of Gov. Poindexter was on the Tues- 
day previous to bis attempt to assassinate 
the President, between 8 and 9 o’clock, A. 
M.; that be did not see Lawrence in con- 
versation with any one; that he was not in 

the house at that time more than two or 
three minutes before he came out; that he 
did not see Gov. Poindexter that morning; 
that, at the time he gave his affidavit, he 
did not know in which of the two houses 
Gov. Poindexter lived, and said so at the 
justice’s, nor does he know now; that he 
bad seen Governor Poindexter go into both 
of said houses. 

It will be seen from the testimeny of 
Foy, (No. 1) taken before the Committee, 
that he swore he never saw Lawrence 
go into Gov. Puindexter’s house but 
ence, and that was on the Tuesday previ- 
ous tothe assault, and in this he directly 
contradicts his first aflidavit, in which he 
swears that he saw him goin several times. 

From the testimony of Benj. P. Smith, 
[No. 3] it appears that on the 14th day of 
the present month, he met with said Foy, 
and after some conversation, Smith enquir- 
ed what he knew abcut this matter. Foy 
said, he at first refused to give his affidavit, 
but had written to the President and stated 

whathe knew. The question was then 
asked of him what he did know: to which 
he answered, that he had seen Lawrence 
‘painting the door of Gov. Poindexter’s 
house.” Smith replied that he was mista- 
ken forthat door had not been painted. 
Foy still insisted on his statement. Where- 
opon Smith and Foy, went to the doors oc- 
cupied by Gov. Poindexter, and Mr. Jobn 
E. Froat, and arriving there, Foy pointed 
out Mr. Frosts house as the one in which 
Governor Poindexter lived, Smith informed 
Foy that he was mistaken, for the other was 
the house occupied Ly Gov. Poindexter: to 
which Foy replied, ‘Is 4? then I am mis- 
taken,’ 

jt is here worthy of notice, that all the 
information Foy pretended to have relative 
to the unatter in question, when in conver- 
sation with Smith, was that he had seen 
Lawrence painting the door of Gov. Poin- 
dexter’s house, yet even in this he evident- 
ly was, aad then confessed himself to be 
mistaken. 

The committee would further advert to 
the discrepancy between the testimony of 

- Foy-and that of Mr. Frost, (No. 10) inas- 
much as Foy testified that he had seen Go- 
vernor Poindexter go into both houses, 
whereas Mr. Frost states that Gov. Poin- 
dexter has acver been into his house since 
he came into this city. 

Various other inaccuracies and discre- 
pancies and contradictions might be point- 
ed out, but they are not deemed essential; 
and the whole of them will be accounted for 
satisfactorily, as the committee believe, at- 
ter having examined the testimony of Win. 
J. Carroll,(No. 11) John Sheahan, (No. 14) 
and Seth Hyatt, (No. 16) from the circum- 
stances in which these three witnesses u- 
nite, to wit, that the said Foy has become 
of late years idle and intemperate, and when 
under the influence of liquor, which is al- 
most continual, he is talkative and noisy, 
and, in their opinion, unable to discrimi- 
nate objects with accuracy. 

The committee proceed next to examine 
David Steward. [See Doc. No. 2.] He tes- 
tified, that between half past nine and half 

st ten o’clock on the morning of Tuesday 

eing the last Tuesday in January, 1835, 
he was passing up the street on the oppo- 
site side of the way to Gov. Poindexter’s 
house; that his carriage was standing be- 
fore the door; that while passing on the op- 
posite side of the sireet, he saw Lawrence 
in the entry of Governor Poindeter’s house 
in company With Governor Poindexter, and 
that the Governor appeared to be in the act 
of going out. 

_ Steward further testified before the com- 
mittee, that Gen. Jackson desired him to

Poindexter, testified that he u- 
sually calls at the Governor’s house about 
9 o’clock, A. M., this being the ordinary 
breakfast hour; that Governor Poindexter 
comes from bis sleeping room to the break- 
fast table, and that said secretary usually 
accompanies the Governor to the Capitoh 
where they commonly arrive about 10 o’- 
clock. Witness thinks that on she mor- 
ning of the Tuesday, previous to the at- 
tack made upon the President, he cailed as 
usval on Gov. Poindexter, and at the same 
hour of 9, and accompanied him to the Cap- 
itol, that being one of the days of the week 
on which the Committee on Public Land 
holds ite meeting; that on this day an unu- 
sual amount of business was transacted by 
said Committee, of which Gov. Poindexter 
is charmain, ang produced the journal of 
the committee, which on inspection proved 
the fact, as regards the amount of business. 
‘That on this morning of which he was 
speaking, he is confident they must have 
arrived atthe Capitol about 10 o’clock. 
Witness knew Lawrence by sight, but nev- 
ersaw himat anytime at the house Gov. 
Poindexter, nor in company with him. [See 
Doc. No. 18.] 
‘ By the testimony of Senator M’Kean, 
[see No. 21] who is a member of the Com- 
mittee of which Gov. Poindexter is chair- 
man, it will appear that Gov. Poindexter is 
remarkably punctual in his attendance at 
the committee by 10 o'clock, the hour of 
meeting, andthat Tuesday’s and Friday’s 
are the days on which the committee meet. 

Io the opinion of the committee, the tes- 
timony of these two witnesses, Addison and 
M’Kean, renders it highly improbable, if 
not impossible that Stewart could have 
seen Lawrence at the house of Governor 
Poindexter at the time and under circum- 
stances detailed in his testimony. 

Again, the testimony of B. P, Smith and 
S. R. Adison, [see paper marked G] places 
the case beyond controversy, showing that 


They testify, that by measurment the street 
opposite Govergor Poindexter’s house is

Drury’s cabinet maker 
shop adjoins that of said Lawrence, being 
at the corner of Pennsylvania Avenue and 
21st street, and is distant a mile and a hali 
from the house of Gov.

At this stage of the exam‘nation, Gov. 
Poindexter informed the commiitee that he 
considered it unnecessary to proceed fur- 
ther with the examination of witnesses to 
impeach the charac'er of David Stewart, 
but that, if after in the progress of the ex- 
amination of this case, it should be deemed 
necessary by the committee further to take 
testimony concerning the character of Da. 
vid Stewart for truth and veracity, he had 
a number more of the respectable inhabi- 
tants of Washiogton ready to testify on 
that point. 

The committee having thus presented 
the testimony somewhat in detail, take 
leave to present the followiag synopsis: -- 

The charge rests, as has been already 
stated, on the affidavits of Stewart and Foy. 

The first of these men gave it its earliest 
impetus; he doubtless was ready and wil 
ling enough to seize on the first plausible 
pretext for uniting in any plan for the inju- 
ry of Governor poindexter. He had been 
charged by Gov, Poindexter with having 
been instrumental, a year or two ago, in 
forgitg or furnishing free papers for Gov. 
Poindexter’s servant, who then absconded; 
and he held or pretended to hold a small 
unsatisfied bill for repairs done to Governcr 
Poindexter’s carriage, by <lirections ashe 
alleges of that same servant, who was the 
Governor's coachman. 

Of his agency in the above transaction, 
or Governor Poindexter’s indebtedness, the 
committee will say nuthing. They deduce 
from those circumstances, however, the 
fact of Stewart’s unfounded allegations 
touching this matter. He sought, as was 
natural, some ally in this work of detraction 
and he found him teadily in Foy; whi, al- 
though esteemed to be a correct man, when 
sober, was rendeted but too fit an instru- 
ment, from hishabits of inebsation, in the 
hands of the desiguing. 


The facts above stated would be enough 
to render Stewart a suspicious witness, but 
when tothem is added the fact, that he is 
confronted by eleven of the most respect- 
able men of the community in which he 
lives, who declare, under oath, that be-
